Archbishop Mooney To Be 
At Tri-State Congress 


Catholics of this region will 
have an opportunity to attend the 
pontifical high 
Cardinal Mooney, archbishop of 
Detroit, on Sunday, September 14, 
when the prelate will pontificate 
at the Catholic Tri-State Congress 
in Grand Rapids. 

The Mass will be celebrated in 
the Civic Auditorium, which has 
a seating capacity of 5,500, It 
will be the second time that the 
Cardinal will have officiated in 
the Grand Rapids diocese since his 
elevation to the rank of Prince of 
the Church. On the previous oc- 
casion he consecrated Bishop 
Thomas L. Noa in March of last 
year, but the seating in the Grand 
Rapids Cathedral was limited to 
1,100 by special invitation. 

A personality of world import- 
ance by virtue of his office, Card- 
imal Mooney is 62 years old. His 
career is among the most brilliant 
of all American churchmen, as he 
has served the church in many 
important posts. After his ordin- 
aon ‘in Rome in 1909, he returned 
to the diocese of Cleveland where 
he seryed as pastor and later as 
professor of theology. He was 
then transferred to the American 
College in Rome as spiritual di- 
rector, and then was appvinted 
apostolic delegate to India, the 
first American churchman to be 
given the important diplomatic 
portfolio of apostolic delegate. 
From India he was transferred to 
Japan in the same capacity, and 
was named bishop of Rochester in 
1933. In 1937 he was appointed 
archbishop of Detroit.
